I have to acknowledge the receipt of your letter of 
the 14th, instant, NO.125-12-3, in reply I beg to say that on Saturday 
last I made a special trip to East St.Peters to interview the tea - 
cher,Mr.W.J.Hope,so as to furnish you with a definite report in re- 
gard to the Little Grand Rapids Indian Day School, 


Mr.Hope stated that he had made an error in report- 
ing to this office that this school was closed the lst.September, 


that he meant the latter part of September,he claims that he taught 
till about the 20th.of September, but did not have the school regis- 
ter with him,and had then to return to Selkirk on account of ill 
health.Due to hie physical condition, the Rev.Mr.Niddrie was good 
enough to fill in his school returns,and he considers that he is 
entitled to two month's salary, 

I also inquired of him what he meant by stating 
that the children of the Little Grand Rapids Bami would not return 
until the time of next annuity p&@yment,to this he replied that he 
was informed by some of the Indians that they would return with 
their families from their hunting about the first part of June,after 
the rivers clears up,he also stated that when he left there was two 
families and they were going away shortly. 

I visited this school on the 28th,July and 4th.of 
August last and taking into consideration that the children had not 
attended school previously,I consider that the results were quite 
satisfactory.I sincerely regret that there was a misunderstanding 
between Mr.Hope and myself in regard to my first report and hoping 
that this one will be satiefactory,

I have for acknowledgment your 
letter of the 26th ultimo, in which you intimate 
that it is your intention to take charge of the 
Little Grand Rapids Indian Day School and Mission 
early in July. 


I note with interest your 

request for authority to spend approximately %300.00 
in the erection of a lean-to to the present school 
building. I may state that the existing regulations 
governing the expenditure of departmental approp- 
riations make it almost impossible to comply with 

a request of this kind. For example, all lumber, 
building ot ig ee etc., must be purchased by the 
Departmental Purchasing Agent. Certain exceptions 


are made in cueraas districts, but these exceptions 
apply to cases t 
su 


at have been carefully reviewed and 
mitted to the Purchasing Agent for his approval. 


There is nothing on file here 
to indicate the condition of the Little Grand Rapids 
school. It is just possible that if the school is 
in a dilapidated or semi-dilapidated condition, it 
would be very unwise to spend even the sum of *300.00 
in repairing it this year. It might be better, in 
view of all the circumstances, to apply for the 
erection of a new school, on the understanding that 
construction would take place next year.

I have just returned from making the Annuity 
Payment at Little Grand Rapids, at which Reserve I 
took up the question of a new school for the United 
Church. The school in use now is in such poor con- 
dition that I would suggest that the Department allow 
Mr. Street to get permission from the Church officials 
to use the Church for a school during the Winter months. 


I have discussed with Mr. Street the possibility 
of making repairs to the old school, but in my opinion 
it would be only a wasteof money to repair this old build- 
ing. 


Mr. Street sucgests that a school 26' x 42! be 
built to accomodate the pupils, he also suggests that 
a dining hall 16' x 32! be built. It is my opinion, that 
owing to the excessive freight rates on materials shipped 
into this district, that he could get along nicely if a 
new school only, were built. 


The Roman Catholic school on this Reserve is also 
in very poor condition. Here again, the building is old 
and in such condition that any repairs made would not help 
much and would be only a waste of money. A new building 
36' x 22' should be built to replace the old building in 
use at the present time. 

If new schools are to be built on this Reserve, 
the materials would have to be shipped in during the 
Winter season, either by tractor or by horses. I will 
advise the Department further as soon as I am able to 
find out what the freight rate would be on materials 
shipped either from Berens River or from Riverton.

I desire to acknowledge receipt of your 
letter of the first instant and to thank you for the 
information contained therein. 


In the 1939-40 estimates provision was made 
for the construction of a United Chureh Indian day school 
at Little Grand Rapids, at an estimated cost of $5,000. 


If, as you suggest, it is impossible to 
proceed with the actual construction of this school during 
the present fiseal year, action should be taken to pur- 
chase the materials necessary for the construction of this 
building. If you consider it inadvisable to provide 
basement accommodation, I am personally of the opinion 
that, in addition to the regular schoolroom, accommodation 
shouid be provided for vocational training or the serving 
of midday meals. It is just possible that the acdition 
I have in mind could serve both purposes. I heve learned 
from experience that it is almost impossible to expect a 
teacher to undertake vocational instruction and provide 
noonday meals in the regular classroom. Horever, this is 
a matter that you might discuss with Inspector Hamilton. 


I am perticularly anxious that consideration 
shoulc be given immediately to the purchase of lumber and 
other materials necessary for the construction of the 
building itself. It is highly desirable that these 
supplies should be purchased and paid for from this 
year's appropriation.

I regret the delay in answering your letter, 
but I have just received the information as to the cost 
of hauling freight to Little Grand Rapids. 


I have a price from George Leyound, Matheson 
Island as follows:

$30.00 per thousand board feet of lumber. 


The above prices are for hauling freight from 
Matheson Island to the site of the school at Little Grand 
Rapids. There would be an additional freight charge vy the 
Selkirk Navication Company of .25¢ per 100 los of cement, 
windows, etc., and of $3.00 per thousand board feet of lumber, 
from Selkirk to Matheson Island. 


In regard to accommodation for vocational train- 
ing, ete. Due to the rocky nature of the ground, it would 
not be possible to put in a basement. Therefore, if this 
accommodation is required, an addition to the building would 


have to be built. 


As it would be necessary to have this material 
shipped to Matheson Island beiore freeze up, I cannot over- 
emphasize the need for immediate action if this building is 
to be built this Winter or next Spring.

The Department is in receipt of a report 
from L/Cpl. C. Caleraf of the R.C.M.P. in which 
he states that he visited the Berens River Reserve 
on January 22. With reference to the Little Grand 
Rapids U.C. Sehool he writes as follows: 


"Thirty children were present at this school 
although the register recorded fifty-two at times. 
Twenty-two or three of the children present are 
Indians, the balance are whites attending from around 
the settlement. I was also informed that there is 
some discussion regarding the location of the new 
school. The band, chief and Councillors desire the 
school be built on the reserve at the old location. 
The Missionaries I understand wish it be built by the 
Mission which is entirely off the reserve and two or 
three miles from the present school." 


Is the Department to infer from the above 
report that the maximum number of [Indian children who 
will attend this school will be 22 or 23? As you 
realize we have no responsibility for the education of 
the white children and in view of reduced appropriation 
it is impossible to consider providing school accom- 
modation for other than Indian children. A full report 
on this phase of the school activities at Little Grand 
Rapids is required. 


In connection with the latter part of the 
officer’s report I may say that when the new school is 
erected the Department must insist on its being built 
on the Reserve. We are not permitted to erect Indian

In this connection I would refer you to the 
fourth paragraph of my letter of the 14th instant 
in which it was pointed out that the Department 
considered that this school should be erected on 
the Reserve. We made this decision in order that 
the school would be located at the closest point 
to the persons it is intended to serve. 


From L/Cpl. Calcraf's report it appears that 
the Mission property is two or three miles from the 
school and besides it is practically impossible to 
obtain permission to erect Indian day schools on 
other than Government property. 


from the information contained in my letter of 
the 14th ultimo you will realize that it is extremely 
doubtful when funds will be available for the erection 
of the new building and consequently I consider that 
the lumber and other materials should be stored in 
the warehouse on the Church property where it can 
receive proper supervision. It may involve a slight 
expenditure to have it transported from this point to 
the location of the school on the Reserve but at the 
same time it will no doubt result in none of the 
materials being stolen.

Realizing that it is incumbent for me at this time 
to write you re the choosing of a site for our new school here 
I trust that you will understand that my sole motive is that the 
persons concerned are in possession of the most important factors 
relating to their decision: 

In the last mail I received a letter from my predecé- 
essor here:He came here in 1927:He built this Mission and left 
here to go to Berens River in I1938:I shall quote what he hes to 
Say regarding the site of our new school: Quote----"As to your 
school,my advdce to you is to have all your side included in the 
Reserve:this was favorably looked on before,and they really need & 
that piece of ground:Whatever you do do not build the school on 
the other side:You will see this spring that all the children will 

be on your side and you will have to take all the children across 
the lake to school,or have none at school;and that is a big prob 
lem for any teacher": 

Last, September and October I had to take and bring thea, 
eir children to“School:This side of the Lake is the busy side: 
Both stores are here:The Grand Rapids are here and just beyond the ta pids 
lies Lake Pauingasei, their fishing grounds:During the open water 
months they are all camped on this side:There is nobody on the 
side where the school now is:during these months: 

The best land by far is on this side:Several times 
the Band has tried to get this side incorporated in the Reserve: 
Last winter The H:B:CO: Manager met the Indiand@ at a Band Meeting 
and I acted as chairman:When he reminded them that it was still 
not too late to have the Reserve made larger by adding the land 
on this side which would make it better for 211 concerned;the old 
Chief spoke up and said:"Oh I don't want to go now;i“ho is going

Dear Mr. Street: 


I have hesitated to reply to your letter 
of April 6 until now, not knowing what comment to make 
in respect to the proposal submitted by you with 
respect to the site for an Indian day school at Little 
Grand Rapids. 


The funds for the construction of this 
school were secured prior to the outbreak of the war. 
ve find ourselves at this date with lumber, building 
material, ete., at Little Grand Rapids but without 
the money necessary to proceed with the construction. 


If, however, it is your opinion that 
the Indian reserve should be extended to include an 
area suitable as a site, I am afraid that there is 
little hope of constructing a4 school at any time in 
the immediate future. The extension of an Indian re- 
serve would from the outset involve negotiations with 
the Provineial Government and the transfer of provin- 
cial lands to the Crown in the right of the Dominion. 
I am not sufficiently optimistic to believe that these 
negotiations can be undertaken and carried through 
without a great deal of delay and lengthy correspond- 
ence and explanations. It is exceedingly éeifficult, 
if not impossible, for the Department to erect an 
Indian day school other than on property within the 
boundaries of an Indian reserve. 


I am today communicating with Indian 
Agent McPherson, asking him to undertake a complete 
survey of conditions at Little Grand Rapids, probably 
at the time of treaty payments.

Dear Sir: 


I am enclosing herewith, for your infermation, 
copy of letter received by the Department from Reverend 
Cc. D. Street, Indian day school teacher, Little Grand 
Rapids, Manitoba, and copy of my reply thereto. 


It 1s exceedingly difficult to decide what 
action, if any, should be taken at Little Grand Rapids, 
in view of the limited funds at our disposal and the dispute 
that seems to have arisen in respect to the school site. It 
4s not the policy of the Government, as you are no doubt 
aware, to establish Indian schools outside the boundaries 
of Indian reserves. 


Would it be possible for you to make a thorough 
survey of conditions at Little Grand Rapids, probably at the 
time treaty payments are made? Immediately following that 
survey, you should be in a position to make certain very 
definite recommendations to the Department. I can give you 
no assurance at this date that funds will be available for 
the construction of the school this year. The suggestion 
has been made that the lumber already shipped in might be 
utilized for the repair of both buildinzs, that is the 
R. C. school and the United Church school, as represent- 
ations have been made to us for the establishment of a 
Roman Catholic school at this point, and that the Indians 
might be persuaded to undertake the repair work without cost 
to the Department. However, inasmuch as we have promised 
the United Church to establish a school at this point, 
representatives of the Chureh would have to concur in the 
new arrangement, if you considered such an arrangement 
practicable. I have little on file to indicate the con- 
dition of the present buildings. They may have reached a 
stage where their repair would simply be a waste of money. 

I should like you, also, to discuss this matter with 
Inspector Hamilton. If you consider the reserve ought to 

be extended, it might be advisable for Inspector Hamilton 

to discuss this extension with the Lands Department of the 
Provincial Government. The transfer of land, of course, 

is a matter that comes wholly within the jurisdiction of 

the Reserves and Trusts Division and any recommendations 

you and Inspector Hamilton make with respect to the transfer 
would have to be taken up with the Superintendent of that 
Division. 

You might acknowledge receipt of this letter 
and let me know when you ere likely to visit the Little 
Grand Repids district.

Dear Sir:— 


In reply to your letter of July 3rd, 1940, 
File 125-12-5, relative to the site and building of the 
U.0. Indian Day School at Little Grand Rapids, I am en- 
Closing herewith a map of the Reserve area, showing the 
present location of the U.0. Indian Day School. 


While making Annuity Payments at Little 
Grand Rapids this year, the question was brought up by 
the Ohief as to where the new school was going to be 
built. The Chief stated that they wished the school to 
be built on the present site. None of the Jouncillors or 
members of the Band objected to this suggestion. I weuld 
recommend that the school be built on the present school 
site, which is on Reserve land. 


The lumber and cement has been stored in 
three separate buildings and they are all under lock and 
key. This material is all stored on the Church property 
which is situated on the opposite side of the River from 
the school. The River at this point is approximately 
half a mile wide. The cement is the only material that 
will deteriorate if left for another year. We have made 
inouiries from Contractors regarding this cement and they 
inform us that it will be of practically no use if it is 
not used this Summer. I would like to make the suggest- 
ion that if the Department does not have the money to 
build this school this Summer, that this cement be given 
to the Indians for chinking their homes. In this way the 
cement would not be wasted. However, if the Department 
decides to build this school this year, I would recommend 
that it be built on the old site on Reserve land.

I have for WokndiWiédewént your letter 
of March 10th, File 125-12-5, relative to repairs made 
to the R.C. and U.0. schools at Little Grand Rapids. 


I am very much surprised at the con- 
tents of the letter receive at the Department from Mr. 
Street, I know that Mr. Street wrote the letter as I 
had been informed that he was making out a letter for 
the Indians. I wish to state that Mr. Street and Mr. 
Bellavance advised me last Fall that if they were able 
to secure a certain amount of material that they would 
be able to put both of their schools in suitable con- 
dition for use. I received a letter late last Fall giv- 
ing me the enclosed list of materials used in repairing 
both schools. To show you the difference in the two men, 
Mr. Bellavance wrote me and advised that his school was 
now in first class condition and thanked the Department 
for the materials used in making the repairs. He further 
advised that his school was now in good condition for 
several years use. Mr. Bellavance's school was in far 
worse condition than the U.C. school. Mr. Street, on the 
other hand, appears to have taken the stand that he does 
not wish to assist the Department by repairing his echool 
to the extent that Mr. Bellavance has done. According to 
Mr. Street's letter last Fall, I considered that the quest- 
jon was settled but cwing to the Hudson's Bay Company going 
to build at Little Grand Rapids this year, he has decided 
the school should be built now. I believe that this matter 
would not have come at all at this time if the Hudson's Bay 
had not decided to build this year. 


I note that he states that the materials 
are improperly stored. I wish to advise that at Treaty ~ 
time last Summer this lumber was all under cover and well 
stored. I am sorry to say that Mr. Street has always been 
more or less a source of trouble to our Department, as he 
has always been a great letter writer and in urging the 
Indians to try and use their influence with the Department 
regarding supplies, etc., on Reserves where he has been 
Missionary. Of course I fully understand that, owing to 
the material being there on the Reserve, it is putting the 
Department in a bad position. However, if the Department 
decides to build this Summer, there will have to be extra 
material shipped in, which would cost the Department a 
considerable sum. I consider that the Indians would be 
perfectly willing to leave matters as they are, as long as 
the War is going on, if Mr. Street would leave them alone.

Dear Mr. Street: 


The Department is in receipt of a 
petition, dated Grand Rapids, Man., areh 3, 1941, 
signed by the Chief and three councillors of the 
Little Grand Rapids Band of Indians. It is noted 
that in this petition the Indians ask for the 
utilization of the material now on hand for the 
construction of an Indian day school at Little Grand 
Rapids. 


In this connection may I refer to 
a letter received from Indian Agent MePherson, dated 
Selkirk, Man., September 19, 1940. In this letter 
Mr. MePherson, commenting on conditions at Little 
Grand Rapids, states:- 


"I wish to advise that I wrote 
Mr. Bellavance of the R. C. school and Mr. 
Cc. D. Street of the U. C. school, requesting 
them to advise in writing if these two 
schools could not be put in good condition 
for winter use by both schools using some 
of the materials shipped in for the new 
United Church school. We have now received 
replies from both teachers, stating that they 
could repair their schools free of all charges 
for labour, and we have edvised them to proceed 
with the repairs as outlined above", 


Mr. McPherson, in a letter dated 
March 14, 1941, referring to the materials sent in for 
the construction of a school at Little Grand Rapids, 
states:- 


"I wish to advise that at 
treaty time last summer this lumber was all 
under cover and well stored", 


I may state that no provision whatever 
has been made in the 1941-42 estimates for the con- 
struction of an Indian day or residential school anywhere 
in the Dominion. Indian residential schools have within 
the last year or so been destroyed by fire at Carcross, 
Yukon Territory; Albany, James Bay Agency; and quite 
recently the newly constructed classrooms of the Alberni 
United Chureh Residential School at Alberni, Britieh 
Columbia. When funds are available for the construction 


of Indian - 


Mr. C. D. Street, 

Teacher, 

United Chureh Indian Day School, 
Little Grand Rapids, Manitoba. 
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of Indian schools, these afore-mentioned schools will 
necessarily have the first claim on our appropriation. 
In the meantime, it should be pointed out that it is 
exceedingly difficult for the Dominion Government to 
secure funds from Parliament for the erection of the 
buildings necessary to maintain our regular services. 

A number of the provinces have placed at the disposal 
of the Dominion Government, without cost, institutions 
ordinarily used for the care of the sick and the 
education of their citizens. Outstanding in this 
respect is the action of the province of Ontario which 
placed at the disposal of the Dominion the seven million 
dollar building at Port Stanley, Ont. It is my under- 
standing also that the Manitoba Government has placed 
at the disposal of the Dominion the Manitoba School for 
the Deaf, Tuxedo, Man. It should be stated also that 
the Public Works Department of the Federal Government 
has abandoned a number of post offices, for the con- 
struction of which contracts had been completed. 


The only suggestion, therefore, that I 
can make in the case of the school at Little Grand 
Rapids is that the materials now on hand be used to 
the best possible advantage for the repair of the 
existing building. If the Indians are interested in 
the education of their children, they might be persuaded 
to undertake this work in the interests of the young and 
as a patriotic duty. They should be reminded that ve 
are living in the most critical period in Canadian 
history, when the country is actually fighting for its 
existence. It is gratifying to learn, from the last 
paragraph of the petition, that the Indians do not 
wish to ask for anything that would interfere vith the 
nation's war effort. In view of this declaration, I 
feel confident that by the exercise of your influence 
you can persuade the Indians to repair and reconstruct 
the present building to such an extent that it will 
provide school accommodation for the pupils in attend- 
ance until times become somewhat normal.

Dear Mr. Street: 


I desire to acknowledze receipt of 
your letter of the first instant and to thank you 
for the information contained therein. 


No provision whatever has been made 
in the estimates now before Parliament for the 
construction of Indian day or residential schools 
anywhere in the Dominion. In view of this decision, 
it will not be possible to seriously consider the 
construction of the Indian day school in which you 
are interested at Little Grand Rapids. 


I was sorry to learn that the cement 
on hand had deteriorated somewhat. It was my hope 
that storage facilities could be provided at Little 
Grand Rapids that would have kept this cement in 
good condition. However, if it has deteriorated, 
there is little that can be done about the matter. 
In view of the critical period in which we find our- 
selves and the desire on the part of Canadians 
everywhere to conserve public funds, would it be 
possible to have the [ndians at Little Grand Rapids 
undertake more extensive repairs to the school than 
appear to have been undertaken at this time? I make 
this suggestion with the feeline that it may be 
several years before money is available to undertake 
the construction of public buildings anywhere, other 
than buildings urgently needed for war purposes.

I have for acknowledement your letter of 
the 4th instant and also copy of a letter received by 
Dr. Cormie from Mr. C. D. Street, teacher st the above 
noted school, enclosed therewith. 


I should state that an appropriation for 
the erection of an Indian day school at Little Grand 
Rapids was included in the 1339 estimates. However, 
certain celays occurred and we found it impossible to 
proceed ~ith the construction of the school during the year 
1940, for the simple reason that no funds for this purpose 
were available, the 1939 funds having lapsed. 


The delays I have in mind were the delays 
in securing the material and shipping it to Grand Rapids 
and a dispute in respect to the exact site. I[t was 
finally decided that a portion of the building material 
sent in should be used for the repair of the school, and 
I was informed that partial repairs vere undertaken. It 
has not been found possible to include a sum in the 
estimates of this year for the construction of an Indian 
day or residential school anywhere in the Dominion. The 
Government has simply suspended the construction of all 
buildings other than those necessary for the war effort. 
I notice that one or two post offices that were already 
started have been abandoned. 


I am however today communicating with Vr. 
Street, end if he can persuade the Indians to undertake 
this task, in return for a ration allowance, the Depart- 
ment would be prepared to supply these Indians with 
rations durine the period of construction. I note with 
interest that the Hudson's Say Company would be prepared 
to have their carpenters supervise this work. [+t is this 
offer on the part of the H. 3. C. that prompts me to make 
the offer of rations on behalf of the Department.

Your letter of May 15, 1941, addressed to 
Dr. Cormie, has been passed on to me by the Reverend 
Dr. Dorey. 


I have little to add to the information 
contained in my letter to you dated April 15, 1941. 
No provision has been made by the Government in the 
Estimates of this year for the construction of any 
buildings other than the buildings absolutely necessary 
for the conduct of the war, I note with interest, 
however, the willingness on the part of the H. B. C. 
to supervise the work. If the company is willing to 
do this and if the Indians are capable and willing to 
undertake the task, the Department would be prepared 
to allow rations to the Indians during the period of 
construction. It will be necessary, however, for you 
to make an estimate of the amount of rations required 
so that we can have this information before a final 
decision is reached. It is scarcely necessary to add 
that the funds at our disposal this year sare very 
limited - hence this request. 


An immediate reply will be very much 
appreciated.

Regarding your letter of July 4th, File 
125-12-5, I wish to advise that this letter was received 
here on July 5th and I immediately wrote Mr. Street, 
instructing him that the Department would allow $350.00 
for rations for Indian labour building the school. I 
informed him that there would be no further material 
supplied and that the school would have to be built on 
Reserve property. 


I note in the copy of your letter to Mr. 
Street dated June 12th that he must have informed you 
that the Company would supervise the work of building the 
school. I informed Street that there would be no wages 
paid for a carpenter. On July llth I received a letter 
from Mr. Street in which he requested me to interview 
Mr. Talbot as Mr. Street stated in this letter that if 
the Department paid the ration bill, the Hudson's Bay 
Company would supply a carpenter. I could not under- 
stand why the Company would supply a carpenter at no 
cost to us, so on July 14th I interviewed Mr. Talbot and 
he told me that they certainly would not supply a carpenter 
and pay his wages. 


While making Treaty payments at Little Grand 
Rapids yesterday, this question was brought up and Mr. 
Street now states that the carpenters will do the work but 
their labour alone will cost $350.00 while an extra $300.00 
is required for Indian labour moving supplies across the 
River to the site of the school and for labour working on 
the school. Street wishes to know by Monday, July 2lst if 
the Department will supply this extra money, as the carpenter 
and his men will be leaving Little Grand Rapids on Tuesday 
if nothing is to be done regarding the school. 


Please advise by wire what action you are taking.

I have your letter of the 24th instant, 
with reference to the Little Grand Rapids Indian 
Day School. In 1941 we supplied materials to 
repair this school. We were requested by Indian 
Agent McPherson to forward $350.00 for labour. 

This was done, but in a letter dated July 16, 1941, 
he stated that $650.00 would be required and this 
extra amount was not available at that time. 
Presumably the materials that we supplied in 1941 
are still stored at the school, although I believe 
some of the material was used in repairing another 
school, due to the fact that Mr. Street, who was in 
charge of the Little Grand Rapids U.C. Sehool at 
that time, did not carry out the repairs which he 
previously stated he could do. 


In view of the information contained 
in the second and third paragraphs of your letter, 
I think the present arrangement should continue 
until Treaty time, when the school should be 
inspected by the Agent and a definite recommendation 
forwarded regarding suitable olassroom accommodation 
at this point.

In the spring and late fall this crossing is not 
possible owing to the ice conditions. From information gathered I 
understand for two thirds of the school term the families of the 
U.C. pupils move from the reserve across near the H.B.Co and during 
this period the Teacher has been transporting them back and forth by * 
canoe to school but of late has been holding olasses in the Mission 
House, The Indians seem to favor a new school being built near the 
Mission on the north side of the Lake. This would not be on Reserve 
property. The Manager of the H.B.Post states that the Company does 
not own the land where their buildings are and doubts if the Church 
owne the land where the Misston buildinge are. Except for the fact that 
it would not be on the Reserve, the logical site would appear to be ' 
on the north side of the lake. 


The present U.@.School is a log building 24 x 24. It ie in 
very poor repair and too small for the number of children that should 
attend. There are nineteen on the roll and should be approximately 
thirty. The attendance will undoubtedly increase owing to the 
®egulations governing the family allowances. There are no outside 
toilets at this school and material should be included for these when 
making up a bill of material for a new school. I would suggest a 
lean-to kitchen on the school for preparation of the mid-day meals. 


The R.C, School is a log building 20 x 16 in very poor repair 
and too small. There should be approximately thirty-five children on 
the roll at this school. Some of the new lumber for the U.0.8chool 
was used here for a ceiling and minor interior repairs to make the 
building warm enough for winter use. I understand that the R.C. 
pupils are on the reserve during most of the school term so the present 
site would keatisfatory for a new school 
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Owing to the fact that the U.C.School can not be used 
now and the condition and size of the R.O.School I would recommend 
that two new schools be built here as soon as circumstances > 
permit. 


The material already shipped for the U.C.School is wells 
protected from weather. It is stored in three emall log buildings 
belonging to the U.C.Mission. It was difficult to get an exact 
check of all this material without taking it outside I made as 
careful a check as possible of all material on hand and have enclosed 
a list of same, 


These schools closed for summer vacation June 30th and will 
re-opem Sept lst.

You will have on file the inventory of material 
on the building site dated March 6/47. Since that time 2 packs 
of shingles and approximately 300 ft. of shiplap was used in 
repairing the old school for this winter. This should be 
taken into consideration when making out the new bill of 
material for the balance of material required, 


It would not be feasible to attempt to cut some 
of the required material on our Poplar River sawmill. Any 
lumber made at Poplar River would have to be brought down the 
lake some sixty miles to Berens River and there freighted in 
to Little Grand Rapids, another Sighty miles. I might also 
say that Poplar River is not on any of the reguler winter or 
summer lake routes, 


If we are to build at Little Grand Rapids this 
summer, the balance of the material should be purchased this 


winter and shipped to: The Indian Agent, Little Grand Rapids, 
c/o Patricia Transportation Co., Riverton,Man.

Roofs for residence portion are constructed in panels; 

2x, rafters on 16" centres; 1x6 ridge board, 2x bottom 
plate which is firmly nailed at time of erection into 
ceiling joists.

Province of Manitoba; 


That it is essential that educational feci- 
lities be provided for the Indian children on the 
Little Grand Rapids Reserve and living quarters for the 


Indian day school teacher; [ 
That Section 36 of the Public Works Act, \ 
Chapter 166, R.8.C. 1927, provides in part as follows:- 


"Whenever any works are to be executed under 
the direction of any Department of the Government the 
Minister having charge of such Department shall invite 
tenders by public advertisement for the execution of 
such works except in cases (a) of pressing emergency 
in which delay would be injurious to the public 


interest.....e"$ 


That, due to the very isolated situation of 
this reserve, there are no builders or contractors in 
the area nor are outside contractors interested in 
tenders if invited as aforesaid, as they have all the 
work they can do in their own localities; 


That a competent building company, namely the 
North American Buildings, Limited, Winnipeg, Manitoba, 
has agreed to undertake the provision of a prefabricated 
school and teacher's residence immediately on a basis 
of $8,739.73 F.0.B. Winnipeg, plus freight and erection 
supervisor's wages, fare and expenses; 


That it is considered that the provision of 
this school and attached teacher's residence is a 
pressing emergency and within the exception provided 
in Section 36 above recited and further, it is considered 
that the work can be more expeditiously and economically 
executed as suggested herein. 


The Committee, therefore, on the recommendation

I have your letter of the 8th instant, with refer- 
ence to the amount owing to Father de Grandpre by Boniface 
Guimond. Unless we receive an order from Guimond authorising 

ent to Father de Grandpre, I regret that present regulations 
will not permit a cheque being sent to the latter. 


As you know, we have to issue each salary cheque in 
favour of the teacher himself. You will remember my mentioning 
to you that, at one time in the case of the United Church, we 
used to issue all sala cheque for day schools under their 
auspices to the church but, for the last four years, we have 
had to issue all these cheques to the individuals concerned. 

In many of the United Church schools, they are up against the 
same difficulty as Father de Grandpre as they have to issue 
advances to many teachers. 


I still feel that it would be in the best interests 
of all parties concerned to retire Mr. Boniface Guimond from 
Indian school work. 


As mentioned above, I am sorry I cannot do anything 
in thie matter as I am only too willing to help Father de 
Grandpre if that were at 1 possible but present regulations 
@re so strict that I cannot see any way of circumventing them.

Replying to your letter of the 17th. 
instant relative to school biscuits supplied to 
the Little Grand Rapids R.C0. Indian Day School. 


As you are aware the school biscuits 
last year were greatly reduced from what was 
estimated for. On reports received from Const. 

0. Calcraft, R.O.M.P. Berens River detachment, to 
the effect that the R.0. School at Little Grand 
Rapids was only opened for teachéng at odd times, 
we concluded, that it was only fair to make a more 
equitable distribution of the biscuits supplied. 
This was done Pro Rata, based on attendance at the 
two schools. 


We also notified the Department on 
March 20th. 1936 regarding conditions at this school, 
as we had been advised on reliable authority that the 
school had only four and five pupils attending. Also 
that the school would be closed a week at a time. 


This ig the first complaint we have had 
regarding the biscuits for the R.C. gchool at Little 
Grand Rapids. We did, however, have a complaint from 
Luther gchuetze, teacher at the U.C. School at Little 
Grand Rapids, stating that the biscuits were mouldy, 
this we reported to the Department on January 20th.

Reverend and dear Father, 


Towards the later part of August, I 
journeyed to Little Grand Rapids to install Mr. Bellavance as 
teacher at the day school situated there. From that point, I 
went as I did last year to visit my friends the Indians of Po- 
plar Hill. Thsy are always in the same good dispositions. You 
know that they themselves asked for a-day school last year. Na- 
turally they had hoped to receive a favourable answer this year. 
I told them how their case stood: "The Department refuses to 
grant you a school because you do not live on the reserve to 
which you belong (Pekangigan)." The Indians answered this objection 
in the following way: "If we stay away at times from our reser- 
ve, it is both to our advantage and to the advantage of the Dep- 
artment. The Department should easily understand this. During 
the whole summer, there is no one on our reserve to give us emp- 
loyment and to help us to earn our living. Fish being our prin- 
cipal source of food, sometimes in fact it is all we have to eat, 
the supply at Pekangigan would be insufficient for the whole band. 
We would then have to ask for help and the government would be 
obliged to send us food by airplane in order to prevent us from 
dying from famine. This would cost a great deal, That is why we 
do not stay on the reserve." 


I know the extreme poverty of this band 
of Indians and I can say that the above statement is absolutely 
true. I have often heard the agent say to the Indians living 
on other reserves, and Mr. McPherson himself has often and rightly 
spoken in the same vein, to go wherever they can find food. That 
is what the Poplar Hill band has done but on account of this the 
government refuses them school and their children, about thirty 
of school age, are growing up without any education. That is the 
reason why these good Indians have asked me to approach the govern- 
ment once more and to ask for a summer day school for at least three 
months, that is, June, July, August, the period of the year during 
which they live at Poplar Hill. During the balance of the year, 
they wander from place to place, trapping. 
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Will you be good enough, Reverend Father, 
to present our request once more to the Department, if Ottawa 
will grant the rations asked for last year (a list of which 
you must have in your possession) and if these rations are for- 
warded early next spring along with the list of tools which I 
forwarded at the same time as I sent you the list of rations, 

I will build this school myself next summer with the help of 
the Indians. You must remember that last year I offered to 
take charge of the transportation of all materials plus the ra- 
tions and tools free of charge with the help of the Indians. 


Mr. Bellavance who is now teaching at Little 
Grand Rapids could take charge of this new school on condition 
that the Department pay him for nine months of teaching at the 
latter point and three months of teaching at this new school 
at Poplar Hill. Mr. Bellavance to whom I have mentioned this 
matter would accept this arrangement quite willingly. In this 
manner the children of the Indians of Poplar Hill would receive 
Some education and their parents would be quite satisfied. If 
this plan is accepted, it will be understood, of course, that 
the new school would receive the ordinary rations so that the 
children could be given a noon meal.

When I was last in Winnipeg, I approached 
the Brown Rutherford Lumber Co., to find out if they could

school matters, 


I had not heard that the Department had 
consented to raise the salary to $500. I shall at once make 
enquiries as to the possibility of securing a teacher at 
that amount, but it is very doubtful whether I can obtain one 
who 18 competent, even at that figure. Common day schools 
in Wanitoba have raised the salary of teachers to $600 and 
$700 a year and there is a great dearth of suitable ones at 
the present time.

If the Department disapproves of him, 
as it is clear from your letter, he had better be notified 
at once to sever his connection with the school, Mur.

The Board had under consideration a memorandum from the 
Civil Service Commission, submitted by the Honourable the Super~ 
intendent General of Indian Affairs, with reference to the retire- 
ment, under the provisions of the Public Service Retirement Act, of 
Mr. John Favelle, School Teacher at the Little Saskatchewan Indian 
Dey School in the Manitowapah Agency, Manitoba, owing to age and 
ill health. 


The Civil Service Commission reports that, as required 
by the said Act, Mr. Pavelle has been duly notified of the intention 
to retire him from the Public Service and has acquiesced therein; 
that in the event of this retirement being effeuted, the vacancy 
caused thereby will require to be filled; that in addition to his 
salary Mr. Favelle has been in receipt of a housing allowance the 
value of which is estimated by the Department to be $120 per annum. 
The Civil Service Commission concurs in this estimation of value 
and recommends that the same be included in Mr. Favelle's retiring 
allowance. 


The Civil Service Commission therefore recommends that 
authority be granted under the provisions of the said Act for the 
retirement of Mr. Favelle from the 1st October, 1924, and that in 
lieu of one month's notice and one month's salary gratuity he shall 
receive two months' salary gratuity as provided in Section 3 (1) of 
the Public Service Retirement Act, 1920, as amended, and such 
further retiring allowamces as are provided in Section % of the Act.

T have for seknowledgment Mr. Pratt's memorandum 
of February 7, with respect to the construction of the 
above noted school, 


Provision was made in the 1048-590 estimates for 
the construction of this school. In official letter 
dated October 25, 1937, Indian Agent Waite was asked 
to submit for departmental consideration the information 
ordinarily recuested from Indian agents with respect to 
the construction of such buildings, Tn reply the Indien 
Avent stated : - 


Provision should be made for 25 children. 


A site is available on the reserve adjacent 
to the site of the old school now being used. 


A teacherarce was built on the school site 
10 years ago and is in excellent repair. 


Drinking water can be obtained from Take St. 
Martin, « distance of approximately 400 yards. 


I would recommend that the job be done by 
contract, Indians to be employed as helpers, 
ete, 


I would strongly recomnend a full basement 
with a furnace for heating purposes. This 
gives room for storage and does away with 
& heater in the centre of the schoolroom 
floor. It is also les» dangerous than the 


stove - 
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stove method of heating and gives more room 
in the clessroom. 


A midday meal is provided for the pupils 

from Novenher to April, and I recomend that 
provision be made to accommodate the pupils 
in the basement curing the serving and eating 
of this meal".

"The totel emount paid the contractor is $4,761. 
There vill be in accition certain miscellaneous 
cepartmental expenditures chargeable to the work.

These final figures have not been submitted to 
this Brench. It will be noted, horever, that the cost 
Gompares very favourably with the cost of Indian day 
achools constructed in recent years.

While there on Feb. 2nd. I had 
the Chief call a Band meeting, 21 men being present, to 
discuss the School situasten, and they were 
in demanding that their school be re-opened. They 
have no complaint or fault to find with the Public 
School, and their only reason is that when their trenty 
was made they were promised a School and they want it. 
I explained to them that the Public School was only 
se hundred yards from their school, was a well built 
modern school with a qualified teacher, something they 
did not have in their own school. They acknowledged 
all this, but absolutely refueed to send their children. 

On my return I received the 
Department's letter No. 119408/1 dated Jan. 20th. and 
wrote the Chief accordingly, and also to Mr. Lamb 
requesting him to advise me of any action taken. 

The whole trouble can be laid to 
the Chief, John Steersman. He is a narrow minded, 
self important individual,and will not be convinced 
and cannot agree with his own Councillors. As a result 
one resigned and another, Jacob Nasakapow No. 119, was 
elected at this meeting. I am afraid that in order to 
enforce this regulation it will be necessary to use 
irastic measures. This place is distant about two days 
travel from here, with no traffic over the road, and 


it is a matter of a month to get a letter there and 
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and back. 

I might add that the benefit the 
Indian children would @erive by attending the Public 
School would be 50% more than they would under the old 
system. The place is hardly big enough to support one 


school, let alone two.

I visited the Moose Lake School in company with 
Mr Inspector Jackson on the 9th inst, 

The attendance of Indian children was 
7 boys and 6 girls, and this had been about the 
average for the past month. The teacher was Miss 
Burroughs, who received her education in London 
England, She has taught in Alberta and Manitoba 
public schools before coming to Moose Lake, and 
has a second class certificate, The school was 
in clean tidy condition, without a garden, The 
non treaty children attending school were progress 
«ing well, but the Indian children knew very 
little. None of them could write their name, and 
all should be classed in lowest grade. Some of £k 
the children have not opened their mouth to speak 
to the teacher since entering school. I think 
things will look better in this school in the near 
future, as at present the Indian parents do not wa 
wish their children to attend a mixed school 
and no doubt advise the children to act as they do. 

The Indians ask for a new school to be 

built on the reserve, but at present I would not 
recommend to the Department that this be done, 
the present school and teacher are satisfactory, 
the trouble lies with the Indian parents,

I have the honor to report that onthe 7th 
inst., I visited the combined White and Indian 
school at Moose Lake, 


The teacher, at the time of my visit, was 
a Mre Wynn, a B.A, of Hdinburgh, who took over the 
school when the other teacher got married in the 
winter, 

The number of Indian children on the roll 
is 18, there were 13 present at time of visit, but 
average for quarter would not be more than 7. This 
was Que as usual to parents taking children away 
aQuring the rat hunt. 


The children are making satisfactory progress, 
there were three beginners who knew the alphabet, 
eight in grade one,read, write, add two columns of 
figures and do simple multiplication, One pupil 
was in grade two Going about the same work, one was 
in grade four along with some white children and was 
holding his 9w with them in work of that class, 


The school is in tidy condition, though the 
Indian children were not very tidy in general

I have to acknowledge receipt of your letter of 
the 27th ultimo, reporting on your visit to the Moose Lake 
Combined White and Indian Day School, and recommending, in 
view of the irregular attendance of the Indian children, 
that the Department withdraw ite eupport from the echool. 
I beg to state that we are informing the Department of 
Education accordingly. 


We note that you recommend placing theee children 
in the Mackay Boarding School. Thie echool hae now ite 
full enrolment for which a grant ie allowed, and, should 
vacancies occur, there would be no difficulty in obtaining 
pupile from the reservee in the immediate vicinity of the 
school. We are re-opening the Elkhorn Induetrial School 
thie coming fall, and ae thie inetitution will accommodate 
about 100 children, an effort will be made to recruit that 
number. It is considered that the greater number of the 
children of Moose Lake, who are in good health and of echool 
age, could be eent to Elkhorn. If the parente will not 
consent, we could take them under Section 10 of the Indian 
Act. You should coneult the parente regarding the placing 
of their children in the Elkhorn School and obtain applic 
atione for as large a number of these children as possible. 
They would probably be eent there the latter end of 
September, next. 


You should aleo inform the Department of the names 
and ages of the children of schocl age, whoee parente refuee 
to sign applications, and we would then coneider the queetion 
of enforcing the compuleory clauee of the Act. An earnest 
effort should be made to obtain ae many ae poesible of the 
Protestant children from Moose Lake for the Elkhorn Indust- 
rial School when it re-opene.

I have the honor to acknowledge receipt 
of letter 128-6-1 of the 6th ulto.regards Moose 
Lake combined Indian & White School and in 
reply desire to state that up until last week 
I could not visit this place as I was absent on 
annuity work most of the time and busy getting 
office work straightened out after my return, 
however, I went to Moose Lake Reserve on the 
10th inst., and held a meeting of the people on 
Saturday the lith inst. 


I informed the Indians that the Department 
had withdrawn support from the local school, 
and gave the reasons, The Indians already knew 
of this as the Manitoba Government had advised 
the settlers that they could not keep open the 
school, 

The Chief at Moose Lake stated that he 
had told the people almost daily to send the 
children to school, but they would not listen 
to advice, and that he could see that the only thing 
to do under the circumstances was to close the 
school, However, he asked me to try once more 
and see if things will not be better, he would 
like the school opened for another year, 

The settlers ask that we also try once 
more as they will not have a school for their 
children if we withdraw support from the combined 
school, I will not recommend anything of the sort 
as during the whole time I was trying to get the 
Indians to attend school I never remember getting 
any help from any settler in the way of advice to 
the Indians to send the children to school; they may 
have assisted, but I saw no results from their 
work, and if the school is re-opened matters would 
perhaps be better for a short time, but the Indians 
would forget their promise about as quickly as 
the wind would change. 

I informed the people that I was at 
Moose Lake to try to get pupils for the Elkhorn 
Industrial School. I asked each Indian with 
children of school age to sign an application 
to send the children to Elkhorn, They all refused, 
so I informed them that when the school was 
ready for pupils I would visit the Reserve, 
probably in company with a. medical officer and 
the R,C.M.P. THe people understand the law 
in this regard, and the Chief appears to be 
in favor of whatever is done by the Department,

You ghould, upon the occasion of your next 
visit to Mooge Lake, encourage the Indian parents to take 
advantage of the facilities offered for the education of 
their children. It ie hoped that there will be a regular 
attendance of the children of school age. The teacher 
should include on the quarterly returne for submiesion 
to thie Department only the names of Indian children. 
When forwarding these returne, please state the name and 
addrese of the Secretary-Tresigsurer of the School Board 
to whom chequee in payment for the tuition grant should 
be sent. We have informed Hie Lozészhip of the tuition 
grant that will be allowed for the Indian children.

When Indian children in the Prairie 
Provinces attend a public school, the Department allows a 
per capite grant of $20 per annum, based on the actual 
attendance. 


In former years, the Manitoba Department of 

Education and this Department conducted at Moose Lake a 
combined white and Indian school and the Department of 
Indian Affairs paid half the costs. ‘The Indian parents 
took no interest in the education of their children and 
the attendance was so irregular and unsatisfactory that 
the Department discontinued support and responsibility. 
The Moose Lake School is now a rublic one, and if Indian 
children attend, the Department will allow the trustees 
the per capita grant of $20.

the Combined White and Indian School at Moose 
lake has not been in operation this quarter, 


In the month of January there was 
some sickness at Moose Lake and the teacher did 
not open the school. After that time she got 
permission from the Department of Education at 
Winnipeg to take a holiday on account of her 
own health. This has been extended to May 3lst 
I understand, 

The teacher is married to the Missionary 
at that point, and I understand that the amount 
of her salary is deducted from his stipend by the 
church authorities. The missionary is not satisfied 
with the arrangements and if the practige is 
continued will operate against the success of the 
school, When I was at the reserve last week I told 
the Indians that if the school is not reppened 
shortly I will Place their children in a boarding 
school someplace, 

The Department might take the matter up 
with the Manitoba school authorities to find out 
definitely what is going on. My view of the Situation 
is that we will always have trouble there as long 
as the church deducts the teachers salary from 
stipend of the missionary. Whe, we have a teacher 
acting as lay reader at reserves it is not so bad,

Inspector Hamilton's report on schools in The Pas Agenoy. 


Dear Mr. Graham:- 

I beg to submit the following report on the 
schools of The Pas Agency, inspected during my stay there 
between September 23rd and October 24th, 1931. 

MOOSE LAKE DAY SCHOOL 

This school is operated in conjunction with 
the Manitoba Government. The building is owned by the 
Provincial Government, and is in fair repair. 

Mr. F, Lumb has been appointed teacher, and 
should do good work as he is qualified and has his normal 
training. 

School had just opened on the day I called, 
and I found 21 pupils present. Ten of these pupils were 
Indian, and 11 half-breed children. 

Mr. Lumb had no opportunity*to get the 
children graded, and being a stranger, the children 
were very shy and reserved. I have no doubt, however, 
that he will be well liked by the children and will soon 


gain their confidence.
